Betting commissioners report 
that 
$2,000,000 already has been waged on 
j the result and that the total probably 
J will reach $10,000,000 before election 
j night. 
About 80 per cent of the bets 
placed in New York originate in the 
metropolitan area, the remainder be­ 
ing scattered throughout the country. 
Inasmuch as members of the various 
stock and commodity exchanges are 
forbidden to place bets, the bulk of the 
"business is handled through three or 
four “outside houses.” 
These finns 
do not wager their own money, but 
I merely act as stakeholders and bring 
the bettors together, the charge for 
their services beirtg 5 per cent of the 
winnings. 
Legality In Doubt 
1 
So far as is known, the legality of 
;he practice never has been questioned 
and no complaints have ever been 
registered against these firms. 
They 
- 'require all clients to submit ca»h, cer­ 
tified checks or money orders with 
their bets except in last minute trans­ 
actions with firms or individuals that 
are well known to them, when the 
business is usually done over the tele­ 
phone. 
When the bet has been placed, the 
commissioner gives the bettor a cen­ 
ti"'ct reading somewhat as follows: 
“In the event that ‘John Doe’ 
is 
elected President of the United States 
we promise to pay you $4,000, less 
commissions.” 
This would represent the long end 
f a bet of $3,000 to $1,000. 
In the 
event that the bettor’s candidate won, 
he would receive a check for $3,950, 
which would represent his original de- 
po. it of $3,000 and his winnings 
of * 
$1,000, minus the 5 per cent commis- J 
sion of his winnings.

Poets 
Are 
Thrilled 
With Arrival of Around the 
World Fliers in Far 
North. 


Hofn 
Hornafjord, 
Iceland.—When 
Mi Icelandic poet wrote a song to the 
tune of “ Yankee Doodle,” celebrating 
the arrix'a! here of 
the 
globe-encircling airmen on their long 
journey across the Atlantic, it was 
rath er a special 
occasion 
for 
the 
Americans, and the American tra n s­ 
lation was adopted and sung by some I 
of the sailors from the cruiser Raleigh,! 
which lay off the fjord to “ m other'’ 
the flight. 
But it was nothing new for Horna-j 
fjord, where even children chant songs 
of their own composition, 
and 
the 
sagas of the old Norse vikings who. 
more than I.(Hip 
years 
ago 
swept 
these northern seas, are handed down 
from generation to generation in the 
language in which they were Origi­ 
nally sung, faithful to the old texts. 
For Iceland has a rem arkably rich 
literature of its own, both written and 
oral, and poetry is especially adapted 
to the Icelandic tongue. 
Did Customs Observed 
In Hofn Hornafjord, isolated from 
the rest of Iceland 
by 
impassable 
mountains and seas that are often too 
stormy to allow the p a s s a g e of the 
small 
Icelandic 
passenger 
vessels, 
many of the old viking customs are 
still observed. These include the g a th ­ 
ering of the family each evening d u r­ 
ing the long, almost sunless winter, 
when sagas are chanted and the heroic 
deeds of the old Norsemen recounted; 
No longer do the Icelanders live in 
tu rf huts, as did their ancestors, and 
Hornafjord has modern homes of gal­ 
vanized iron and cement, but the fam ­ 
ily gathering is as im portant today as 


, it was 1,000 years ago. 
The women 
.dress in their quaint gowns of black 
I silk, often embroidered in silver and 
:gold, and wear the little black national 
cap or bonnet, a heritage of the early 
Norse settlers. 
In the long w inter 
I nights there is little to do, and the 
evenings are devoted to the arts, lit­ 
erature, music, painting and drawing. 
Many of the villagers are graduates of 
the National University at Reykjavik, 
and otheis have been 
educated 
at 
j Copenhagen or other continental capi- 
itats.
